Dear Editor 

] have followed with interest the continuing 
debate in the BHN about youth facilities in the vil- 
lage, especially since | am interested in the welfare 
of our young people, both as a parent and also one 
of the "Pickled Parrot" leaders on a Friday night. 

I share the concerns expressed by many regard- 
ing litter and mindless vandalism - after all, the 
Church has suffered its fair share in recent months - 
but believe that the problem is due to a small 
minority of individuals (and sadly could also be 
drink-related). Bar Hill is also an attraction for 
youths from surrounding villages, so it may not be 
“our" children who are the culprits. However, 
despite everything the church will not tum its back 
on the youth. In any event, it was probably no dif- 
ferent when we were young ourselves, and are 
young people really the only ones to drop litter? 
What about dog faeces left on paths and grassed 
areas where children might play? 

I'm glad that the Farmhouse project is finally 
coming to an end. and believe it is time that we 
stoppped knocking the village youth and showed 
them that we care. They might then learn to respect 
us and the village. When was the last time you 
stopped and talked to them to ask how they were? 
Thev all have a great deal to offer and probably 
feel just as sad about the village's feelings toward 
them as anyone else. 

I certainly know that the BMX bike teenagers 
feel disappointment. not only at having their 
impromptu ramps, etc. taken away, but also at the 
frustrated attempts to find a permanent solution 
through the Parish Council. How can anyone 
expect teenagers to find a location, produce cost- 
ings and plans, etc? In any event, | originally sup- 
plied the teenagers with detailed manufacturers’ 
plans and a price list for typical ramps. Surely it is 
then for the Parish Council simply to approve the 
idea and take it forward on their behalf with the 
District Council. 

On a final note, | would encourage all the village 
youths to behave respectfully in order to gain the 
respect of the adult population. In particular, if one 
of your friends happens to misbehave why don't 
you tell them to stop? It could be as simple as that!

These findings have 
prompted the Wildlife Trust, Cambridgeshire 
County Council and South Cambridgeshire District 
Council to support a pond survey in the parishes of 
South Cambridgeshire. This survey aims to identify 
where the remaining ponds are and promote a high- 
er awareness of the need to conserve these wonder- 
ful and diverse habitats.

April Wildlife - Otter Delight! 

Otters are making a very welcome return to those 
parts of Britain, including Cambridgeshire, from 
which they have been absent for a couple of 
decades. They are very secretuve, though, and the 
signs they leave behind are not obvious to the 
untrained eye. In any case, you should never go 
searching for otter holts as they are protected by 
law, and disturbing them is illegal; you may come 
across otter tracks in the mud near rivers, or drop- 
pings on little mounds. 

The Wildlife Trust works actively to conserve 


rare species such as the otter, advising landowners —— 


on habitat improvements and working with the 
Environment Agency to monitor water quality and 
advise on river management.
